ing rates to stabilize conditions.

'It is necessary to cite the fact 
that in those countries which depend

Press, in a letter published on Sep- 
tember 28th, describes "a reconcilia- 
tion on the battlefield between French 
and German soldiers who lay wound- 
ed and abandoned near the little town 
of Blamont. When dawn came they 
conversed with each other while wait- 
ing for death. 


"A French soldier gave his water 


bottle to a German officer, who was 
crying out with thirst. 
The German 


sipped a little- and then kissed the 
hand of the man who had been his 
enemy. 'There will be no -war on the 
other side.' he said. 


"Another 
Frenchman, who 
came 


from Montmartre. found a Luxem- 
bourgeois lyiug within a yard of him, 
whom he had known as a messenger 
in a big hotel in Paris. 
The young 


German wept to see his old acquaint- 
ance. 


" 'It is stupid,' he said, 'this war. 


You and I were happy when we were 
good friends in Paris. 
Why should 


we have been made to fight with each 
other? He died with his arms around 
the neck of the soldier who told me 
the story, unashamed of his own 
tears."

creditable to -humanity than the de- 


ity. Ever}- factory In the lanfl should 
soon be running,over-time, and every 
acre of land should be made to pro- 
duce to the limit to meet the new de- 
mand at our doors.

Takes Impartial Position.

Apples An Enemey To High Cost 


Of Living Say Agriculturists. 


Washington, Oct. 14.—Apple dump- 
lings, apple fritters, apple pie, apple 
sauce, apple cobbler, in fact every ap- 
ple concoction known to man, except 
possibly apple jack, ought to appear 
on the menu often from now on, ac- 
cording to a bulletin just issued 'by 
the department o£ agriculture. 
Apples are going to be plentiful this 
year, and in addition t,o this, a big 
falling off in the exportation of • ap- 
ples to Europe is expected as a result 
of the European war. Europe annu- 
ally imports 2,000,000 barrels of Amer- 
ican apples. 


"The problem of distribution 
will 
prove to be more complex this year 
owing to certain conditions resulting 
from the European war," says the de- 
partment. 
"Both the growers and 
dealers are urged to view the situa- 
tion with optimism and to prepare 
for the disposal of Europe's usual por- 
tion in other ways. It is suggested 
that with judicious handling the de- 
mand at home may be increased and 
the commercial crop marketed with 
relatively fair success to all. 
The' office of markets of the agri- 
cultural department urges exporters 
to carefully watcli the movement and 
assure themselves of steamer space 
and a demand on the other side'be- 
fore making 
shipments. 
American 


shippers are also advised to try means 
of stimulating the demand for apples 


in Latin America and in the Orient. 
It is suggested that by co-operating 
with the department of commerce ex- 
tensions of trade in these countries 
can be accomplished. 
"For the benefit of those who may 
not be disposed to exercise especial 
care in handling the crop," continues 
the bulletin, "on the ground that it 
will not be worth while, the office of 
markets suggests it as probably be- 
ing true of this year that not only 
proper handling but also great dili- 
gence will ae required for effecting 
satisfactory distributions." 
' Autumn is the time to prepare for 
a profitable corn crop the following 
season, says the department of agri- 
culture in a bulletin just issued. At 
this time the seed is most abundant 
and the very best can be obtained be- 
fore it has been in any way reduced 
in vitality. 
Many farmers let the op- 
portunity pass, expecting to purchase 
their seed corn in the spring, but the 
agriculture department's specialist in 
charge of corn investigations advises 
that the autumn is the best time to 
select good seed. 


The "best place for the farmer to ob- 
tain seed corn is from the fields on 
his own farm, or in his neighborhood, 
that were ptauted with a 
variety 
which has generally proved most sue 
cessful in that locality. If a 
com- 


munity has an experienced and hon- 
est corn breeder on. whom it may rely 
the seed corn may be obtained from 
him. The corn breeder who has dem- 
onstrated year after year the superi- 
ority of his corn will demand a spe- 
cial price for 'his superior seed. Such 
corn breeders are improving corn as 
cattle breeders have improved cattle. 
They have used practical 
methods 
which the average farmer has no time 
to apply. Five dollars . a bushel is 
not too much to pay and will be a 
profitable bargain for both 
parties, 
says the department. 


The department of agriculture in 
line with, its advice to farmers on 
how to fight pests which 
threaten 
their crops, has just issued a warning , 
against fraudulent loan schemes into; 
which many farmers are being drawn 
these days. It points out that these 
schemes furnish an 
argument for 
early enactment of a 
sound 
rural 
credit system. 
"Some one recently remarked that 
it was astonishing how hard some men 
were willing to work in order to make 
a dishonest living," says the depart- 
ment. "The field of rural credit is
